The same flying 
was practiced o1 25 Avril during the morning from 7:50 aon, to G:37 aem., and 
from 9:01 asm. to 9: aem, and in the afternoon from 1:0) pom, ta 1:39 pelt.

Lh, At 8222 aom, cr. 26 April i9fl, six jet fighters with guept-back wings took 
off in pairs ad climbed to 4 ish altitude. There was a slight haze and a 
clear sky. ‘She vlanes were not seen landing on the same day. Six additional 
jet fighters with swepl-back wings practiced formation flying botveer 
9:02 a.m, aad 9:58 aon. at an ajtitude of about 4,900 to 5,000 meters, the

5. ‘Cwenty—cne jet fighters with oraps-back wines were counted at the field on 
27 April 1961, Three of them bad the numbers 17, 19 and ¢2, They took off 


ab 1:35 pam, ‘wo men were secn in each of these three planes, i: 
The remainin: 18 jet fichters took off in pairs at 2 p.m. ALL of the cl sianes 
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headed east et a high altitude and were not seen landing on the sane day, Threo 
Single-cngine, lowing monoplanes with radial enzines practiced flying between 
2503 poem, and 3232 pam. at a hich altitude above the clouds. “he red nunbers 
17 and 37 were seen on two of thes, Passenger cars / 3-O04~e0L7 and 3B Fook Fen Shy 
were sesn at the field. all of the barracks installations at the fisld seened 
to be fully occupied, 


6 At 5 aoe on 28 April 1952 there was rainy weathers visibility was about _ 
3 km with a cloud base of about 190 to 150 meters, No teke~offs were obrerved 
up te 5210 aom. when the noise of a jet Lighter was then heard from the clouds 
A few minutes later the plane with swept-back wings emerged throuch the colling 
from the east and landed at the ield. Two more jet fighters with evept~ba cle 
Wings t<anded between 5:2? a.m, and 5:35 gem, No observation was mado af'terwards, 
The planes probably made an instrument or DF approach but a visual. Plicht. landing 
was made. 


Four borcars loaded with boxes contasaing aireraft spare parts arrived at the 
airfield on 26 and 29 Avril LOSL, 4ccosding to the shinning docuncnt > the cars 
were shipped via Irantfurt/dder, “he dispatch station was not entered on the 
document, “he boxes, most of which werc carried by oight soldiers, were stered in 
the cellars of the barracks buildin ge. Une boxcar was half loaded with unpacked 
aircrart tires which were also stored in the cellars»
